Contributions  asked 


The  Tam  Brothers  Defense 
Fund  committee  has  set  its 
sights  on  a  goal  of  $10,000  to 
provide  assistance  to  James  Tam 
and  George  Tam. 

James  C.  Tam,  19,  has  been 
charged  with  murder  and  assault 
and  battery  with  a  dangerous 
weapon  during  a  Charlestown 
street  fight  which  resulted  in  the 
death  of  a  16-year-old  girl, 
Patrice  Borden. 

His  brother  George,  17,  has 
been  charged  with  assault  and 
battery  with  a  dangerous 
weapon.  The  incident  occurred 
in  a  vacant  Charlestown  lot  on 
May  22. 

In  a  hearing  June  18,  the 
Charlestown  District  Court 
found  probable  cause  for  grand 
jury  consideration  of  the 
charges.  Informed  sources 
indicate  that  the  grand  jury  will 
probably  bring  indictment 
charges  against  the  two  brothers. 

A  special  committee,  headed 
by  youth  worker  Jane  Leung,  is 
handling  contributions  to  the

The  Grand  Jury  Monday, 
August  4,  indicted  James 
Tam  for  second  degree 
murder. 

No  decision  regarding  an 
indictment  of  George  Tam 
had  been  reached  by  the 
Grand  Jury  at  press  time. 
The  younger  Tam  brother 
had  been  charged  with  as¬ 
sault  and  battery  with  a 
weapon. 

The  indictment  of  second 
degree  murder  is  a  charge 
of  “manslaughter”  or  the 
" unlawful  killing  of  a  hu¬ 
man  being  without  express 
or  implied  malice.” 

While  a  conviction  of 
first  degree  murder  carries 
the  death  penalty,  a  convic¬ 
tion  of  second  degree  does 
not.  A  conviction  of  second 
degree  murder,  however, 
carries  a  sentence  of  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  20  years  in  prison. 

A  trial  on  the  charges  of 
the  indictment  will  be  held 
later  in  the  year. 


Defense  Fund.  Ms.  Leung  said 
that  at  least  $10,000  is  needed. 

The  committee,  which 
includes  various  representatives 
from  different  Chinatown 
organizations,  hope  to  use  the 
fund  for  four  purposes:  1)  to 
hire  a  special  investigator;  2)  to 
seek  a  grand  jury  challenge;  3)  to 
seek  a  “change  of  venure”-to 
have  the  case  tried  at  a  location 
more  “neutral”  to  the  defense; 
and  4)  to  pay  for  court-related 
legal  expenses  of  the  Tam 
brothers’  legal  counsel,  Atty. 
Norman  Zalkind. 

Volunteers  from  the  Chinese 
community  are  also  needed,  said 
Ms.  Leung,  to  assist  with 
compiling  statistics  which  may 
be  of  value  to  the  defense’s  plea 
in  challenging  the  grand  jury’s 
ethnic  composition. 

Since  the  Defense  Fund  was 
established,  nearly  $3,000  have 
been  solicited  from  the  Boston 
community,  as  well  as  from  New 
York  Chinatown.  Some  of  the 
early  contributions  paid  for 
summer  school  tuition  for  James 
Tam  so  that  he  could  complete 
his  interrupted  schooling  to 
graduate  from  high  school. 

The  $3,000  is  only  a 
drop-in-the-bucket.  noted  Don 
Chou,  a  law  student  at  Boston 
College  Law  School  who  is 
volunteering  his  time  and  effort 
to  the  Tam  Brothers  Defense 
Fund  committee. 

Funds  are  desperately  needed 
to  provide  the  Tam  Brothers 
with  the  necessary  legal  defense 
mechanisms,  he  noted. 

The  defense  committee  plans 
a  two-day  “education 
campaign,’’  and  intense 
solicitation  for  contributions 
Friday  and  Saturday,  August  8 
and  9  in  Chinatown  to  alert  the 
Boston  Chinese  community  to 
the  Tam  Brothers  case  and  to 
what  they  consider  the  implicit 
racial  overtones  of  the  charges.

The  stage  was  set  for  compromise. 

At  the  meeting  with  Mayor  White,  community 
members  came  prepared  for  compromise  in  the  settling 
of  the  three-month  old  Mass,  rike  incident  dispute 
which  has  aroused  unusual  community  outrage  and 
concern -even  among  some  of  the  more  conservative 
elements  of  Chinatown. 

The  ugly  questions  of  “fault”  and  improper, 
racially-discriminatory  police  action  on  the  part  of  two 
white  police  officers  involved,  were  not  dealt  with. 
Earlier,  the  courts  had  thrown  out  the  possibility  of 
filing  assault  charges  against  the  alleged,  white  assailants. 

So,  with  some  exasperation  and  little  hope  for 
recourse  beyond  City  Hall,  the  community 
compromised.  The  two  white  police  officers  are  to  be 
given  new  assignments  and  will  not  patrol  Chinatown. 
No  censure  or  reprimand.  No  record  of  inappropriate 
action. 

But  something  positive  has  emerged. 

Chinatown,  with  its  wide  range  of  partisan  groups, 

Sulled  together  as  a  solid  corporate  group  to  voice 
issent.  And  that  voice  of  dissent  was  heard  on  radio, 
TV,  and  in  the  press,  by  the  public  outside  the  confines 
of  Chinatown. 

The  police  department,  too,  stands  forewarned  that 
the  Chinese  community  can  and  will  make  itself  heard. 

The  community’s  unified  action  is  pressing  for 
justice,  in  making  its  dissent  heard,  in  standing  up,  is 
meaningful  and  significant.  We  will  be  heard.

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White  replaces  officers  assigned  to 


Chinatown

At  a  closed  meeting  with 
community  leaders,  Mayor 
Kevin  H.  White  agreed  to  several 
key  demands  raised  in  response 
to  the  recent  Mass.  Pike  incident 
of  alleged  police  discrimination. 

Mayor  White  agreed  to 
replace  the  two  police  officers 
involved  in  the  incident  who  are 
presently  assigned  to  Chinatown. 
He  also  promised  to  have  a 
bilingual  operator  to  staff  the 
emergency  police  (911)  number, 
and  to  establish  a  direct  liason 
between  the  community  and  the 
police  department. 

According  to  Little  City  Hall 
manager  Peter  Chan,  contact  by 
the  new  deputy  superintendent 
of  District  1  (which  covers 
Chinatown)  has  already  been 
made,  and  a  meeting  will  be 
arranged. 

The  Mass.  Pike  incident, 
which  took  place  on  May  11, 
involved  the  assault  of  two 
Chinese  residents,  Paul  Chan  and 
Jerry  Chu,  both  employed  by 
Lorin  Smith  Management,  Inc. 
While  pursuing  their 
responsibilities  as  property 
manager  and  superintendent  of  - 
the  apartment  complex,  they 
were  assaulted  by  two  Caucasian 
males. 

Community  outrage  followed 
as  a  result  of  apparent  police 
discrimination  in  handling  the 

incident.  While  the  Caucasian 
males  were  released,  both  Chu 
and  Chan  were  retained  and 
taken  into  custody. 

At  the  July  16  meeting  with 
Mayor  White,  Shih  Hing  Lee, 
president  of  the  Chinese 
Benevolent  Association,  outlined 
the  purpose  of  the  meeting.  He 
said  to  the  Mayor,  “the 
community  is  here  today  to 
emphasize  solutions  and  not 
problems,”  underscored  in  the 
plight  of  Chan  and  Chu. 

Specifically,  Lee  said  the 
Chinatown  community  was 
“unsatisfied”  with  the  recent 
police  investigation,  which  he 
deemed  “inappropriate.”  At  an 
earlier  meeting,  the  report  was 
labeled  a  “whitewash”  by  some 
community  members. 

Secondly,  Lee  said  that 


“regardless  of  whether  or  not 
the  two  arresting  officers  were 
right  or  wrong  (in  their  handling 
of  the  case)  they  were  insensitive 
to  Chinatown,”  and  should  be 
replaced. 

Thirdly,  Lee  emphasized  that 
the  incident  raised  the  specter  of 
false  charges  and  police 
discrimination  occuring  to  the 
average  Chinese  Chinatown 
resident  who  may  not  speak 
English  and/or  who  may  not  be 
aware  of  his  or  her  civil  rights, 
who  might  be  subsequently 
wrongly  charged. 

Mayor  White,  responding  to 
Lee’s  opening  statement, 
apologized  for  the  incident  but 
said  that  he  was  hesitant 
to“interfere”  in  such  incidents. 
“The  normal  procedure  is  to  letf 
things  take  their  normal  course,” 
White  said,  noting  that  the 
community’s  complaints  and 
possible  action  should  be  carried 
out  through  normal  channels. 

“But  in  a  city  such  as  this 
with  so  much  discrimination  and 
hate,”  the  Mayor  continued,  “it 
is  a  serious  matter  when  a 
community  such  as  Chinatown 
voices  dissent  as  a  solid 
corporate  group.” 

White  skirted  the  issue  of 
“fault”  on  the  part  of  the  police 
department,  nor  did  he  deal  with 
community  dissatisfaction  with 
the  police  internal  investigation 
by  Superintendent  Joseph 
Jordan  (See  SAMPAN,  June 
1975). 

White  promised,  however, 
that  the  two  police  officers 
would  be  removed  “so  that 
Chinatown  is  not  within  their 
jurisdiction.” 

Mayor  White  agreed  to 
replace  the  two  police  officers 
involved  in  the  incident  who  are 
presently  assigned  to  Chinatown. 
Pfe  also  promised  to  have  a 
bilingual  operator  staff  the 
emergency  police  (911)  number, 
and  to  establish  a  direct  liaison 
between  the  community  and  the 
police  department. 

The  Mayor  also  urged  the 
formation  of  a  community 
relations  board  of  community 
members  and  police  officers 
sitting  down  on  a  regular  basis  to 
open-up  communications 
between  the  two  groups.

signed  by  Mrs.  Ching  Wo  Chin 
and  Mrs.  Shu  Ling  Chiu,  on 
behalf  of  the  B.C.P.A. 


The  group  listed  the  following 
demands: 

1.  That  every  school  to  which 
Chinese  students  are  assigned 
have  at  least  60  Chinese 
students: 

2.  That  every  school  to  which 
Chinese  students  are  assigned 
have  at  least  2  Chinese  teachers 
and  2  Chinese  transitional  aides; 

3.  That  in  cases  of  illness  or 
emergency,  each  school  be 
responsible  forsafely  escorting 
its  students  home  promptly. 

4.  That  buses  used  to  transport 


Chinese  students  have  at  least  2 
Chinese  escorts  on  board; 

5.  That  each  bus  wait  until  all 
students  have  boarded  before 
leaving  for,  or  departing  from 
the  schools,  and  that  all  buses 
allow  students  to  board  and 
alight  immediately  in  front  of 
the  entrance  to  each  school  so 
safe  entry  and  exit  will  be 
expedited. 

6.  That  adequate  security  be 
provided  for  students  upon  their 
arrival  and  departure  from 
schools,  and  that  assemblies  of 


non-students  in  the  vicinity  of 
each  school  be  prohibited  during 
such  periods  of  arrival  and 
departure; 

7.  That  at  least  50  percent  of 
the  police  force  assigned  to  any 
given  school  be  from  precincts 
other  than  the  local  one; 

And  8.  That  the  Boston  School 
Department  hire  at  least  2 
Chinese  staff  members  who  will 
be  responsible  for  making  all 
necessary  communications  to 
Chinese  parents  in  Chinese. 


The  Association  has  given  the 
School  Department  until  August 
8  to  respond  and  to  “arrange  a 
meeting  to  discuss  concrete 
steps  for  the  implementation  of 
these  measures.”

Although  some  six  to  13 
youths  are  said  to  have  been 
involved  in  what  the  Police 

termed  a  “general  melee,”  only 
the  Thm  Brothers  were  taken 
into  custody  and  charged.  All 
other  known  participants  were 
white. 

Ms.  Leung  said  that  there  is 
much  “lack  of  understanding” 
about  the  case  by  the 
community.  Part  of  it  is  due  to 
the  silence  surrounding  the 
defense. 

On  advice  of  their  attorney, 
both  Tam  brothers  and  those 
close  to  the  case,  have  refused  to 
make  any  public  statements.  No 
one,  so  to  speak,  have  heard 
their  side  of  of  the  story.  The 
only  version  of  the  fight  is  that 
given  by  white  youths  to  the 
police. 

Ms.  Leung  and  other 
members  of  the  defense 
committee  are  urging  greater 
community  support  and 
sympathy  for  the  Tam  Brothers 
in  what  they  see  as  a  significant 
police  action  of  injustice  to  a 
minority  people.

The  City  Commission  on  the 
Affairs  of  the  Elderly-  in 
cooperation  with  the  federal 
Social  Security  Administration-'- 
is  trying  to  contact  elderly 
Boston  residents  who  may  be 
eligible  to  receive  Supplemental 
Security  Income. 

Supplemental  Security 
Income  (SSI)  Program  is 
designed  to  provide  an 
additional  source  of  income  for 
eligible  individuals  who  are 
blind,  disabled,  or  65 -years-old 
and  over.  Persons  who  fall  in  any 
of  the  three  categories,  and  now 
have  a  limited  income  and 
personal  resources,  are  eligible. 
Persons  qualifying  for  the 
Supplemental  Security  Income 
will  also  be  eligible  for  Medicaid.

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Boston  team  caps  national  Wing  Wor  title 


Editor’s  note:  Boston 
Chinatown’s  entry  in  the 
National  Wing  Wor  Association 
Basketball  Invitational  captured 
the  victor’s  crown  after  beating 
out  teams  from  Chinatowns 
throughout  the  U.S.  The  team  is 
now  in  Taiwan  on  a  two-week 
goodwill  tour  representing  the 
National  On  Leong  Association. 
This  is  a  play-by-play  report  on 
the  exciting,  crucial  battle  held 
in  New  York  Chinatown 
recently  leading  up  to  the  teams 
victory.

After  5  hours  of  travelling  in 
torrential  rain,  Boston’s  entry 
appeared  on  the  scene  of  the 
National  Wing  Wor  Associations’ 
Basketball  Invitational.  Similar 
teams  had  journeyed  from 
Detroit,  Chicago,  Philadelphia, 
and  Washington  D.C.  to  join 
host  team  New  York  to  engage 
in  basketball  battle.  Boston  had 
begun  preparations  back  in  late 
May,  conducting  rigorous 
twice-a-week  practices  at  the 
Shelbourne  Recreational  Center 
in  Roxbury.  The  team  was 
confident  and  ready  to  oppose 
any  entry  wishing  to  test  their 
mettle. 

First  round  action  had 
Boston  wasting  no  time  in 
disposing  a  disciplined 
Philadelphia  team,  57-28.  Other 
games  saw  N.Y.  downing 
Washington,  with  Chicago 
romping  over  Detroit. 
Philadelphia,  Washington,  and 
Detroit  then  battled  it  out  to 
provide  a  “second  chance” 
candidate  to  rejoin  the  first 
round  victors’  quest  for  the 
crown.  Philadelphia  proceeded 
to  eliminate  Detroit  and 
Washington.  Philly  was  still  alive. 

A  second  drawing  was 
conducted  and  Boston  found 


itself  facing  it’s  first  round 
opponent  once  again.  This  time, 
Philly  fought  gamely  throughout 
with  the  lead  changing  hands 
several  times.  Boston  watched 
their  lead  diminish  in  the  waning 
minutes  of  the  game  and  with  10 
seconds  remaining,  the  score  was 
knotted  at  4545. 

Boston  inbounded  the  ball 
with  Philly  applying  their 


pressure  defense.  The  seconds 
continued  to  tick  off. 

The  defense  was  preventing 
any  clear  passes  inside  and  the 
ball  was  continually  moved 
around  the  perimeter  seeking 
that  open  shot.  With  two 
seconds  left,  the  ball  reached 
Albert  Yee,  who  threw  up  a  20 
foot  jumper  from  the  left  of  the 
key.

had  won-4745. 

The  stage  was  now  set  for  the 

championship  game . Boston 

vs.  New  York  (who  had  ousted 
Chicago  in  the  semi-finals).  The 
tapoff  came  and  Boston  ran  off 
to  a  7-0  lead  after  only  2V4 
minutes  of  play.  They  continued 
to  build  on  this  lead  until  up  by 
13  points  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  first  half.

“We  may  learn  a  moral 
suasion  lesson  from  these 
youngsters,”  he  said. 

Most  of  the  crew  were  grade 
school  age,  huffing  and  puffing, 
lifting  shovels  as  big  as 
themselves.  Asked  how  they  felt 
about  the  clean  up,  most  echoed 
sentiments  such  as:  “If  I  see 
anyone  dirtying  up,  I’m  going  to 
beat  ’um  up!”,  “Chinatown  is 
really  dirty,  it  should  be  cleaned 
up,”  and  naturally,  “I’m  tired. 
This  is  hard  work.” 


One  day  of  earnest  cleaning 
left  Chinatown,  for  awhile,  a 
little  bit  closer  to  godliness, 
perhaps.  But  the  Clean  Up  effort 
was  more  than  that  short  clean 
up  session.  Hopefully,  said  its 
coordinators,  the  Clean  Up  Day 
will  serve  as  an  example,  a 
lesson,  to  all  visitors  and 
residents  of  Chinatown. 

It  was  a  day  to  draw 
attention  to  the  debris,  garbage, 
trash  and  careless  littering.  It 
was  a  hope  that  an 
“anti-littering”  sentiment  will  be 
borne.

This  summer,  school  did  not  end  or  close  up  for  these  youngsters.  A  pilot  program  at  Holy  Trinity 
Church  provided  these  youngsters  summer  academic  courses  so  that  the  students  would  not  suffer 
from  summer  lag  and  would  be  up-to-date  in  their  classes.  More  than  13  students  participated. 


Summers  for  youngsters 
mean  freedom  from  the 
classroom  and  those  rotten 
books  and  (ugh!)  homework. 
Summers  are  for  playing,  for 
idyllic  meanderings,  for 
Huckleberry  Finn-type 
explorations. 

Academ  ically-speaking, 
however,  those  long,  lazy 
summers  mean  a  standstill  in 
reading  and  ’riting  and  ’rithmetic 
progress  made  during  the  school 
year.  It  can  also  mean  long, 
catch-up,  refresher  stretches  in 
September.  For  some  students, 
particularly  the  many 
Chinese-speaking  youngsters 
who  are  additionally  burdened 
with  a  language  handicap, 
summers  can  represent  a  real 
educational  gap. 

For  some,  the  three-month 
vacation  time  is  a  negative 
factor.  It  can  mean  academic 
regression. 

This  summer,  the  problem  is 
being  addressed,  thanks  to  the 
interest  and  concern  of  Father 
Thomas  Szeliga,  director  of  the 
Boston  Catholic  Chinese 
community'.  A  summer 
education  program  is  being 
offered  at  Holy  Trinity  Church. 

Holy  Trinity  Church, 
adjacent  to  Castle  Square 
complex,  is  the  site  of  a  summer 
school  program  reaching  130 
youngsters  in  grades  four  to  12, 
weekdays.  The  program  began 
June  23  and  ends  August  22. 

The  summer  program 


depends  heavily  on  volunteers 
and  college  students,  only  some 
of  whom  are  paid.  The  college 
students  teach  classes  in 
numerous  subjects. 

Student  participants  may 
elect  different  subjects  to 
reinforce  the  basic  reading  and 
writing  program.  Students  thus 
far  have  chosen  subjects  such  as 
astronomy,  philosophy  and 
history.  Each  day,  however  the 
students’  “core”  studies  include 
three  hours  of  math,  English  and 
Chinese. 

There  is  also  time  during  the 
program  for  recreation.  Students 
have  visited  museums  locally, 
gone  to  a  camp  in  Ipswich  and 
visited  a  Boston  Harbor  island. 
The  kids  have  formed  a  baseball 
team,  helped  during  the  recent 
Chinatown  Clean-Up  day,  gone 
swimming  and  played  basketball 
at  Don  Bosco  High  School  and 
played  that  favorite-pingpong . 

Thirteen  university  students 
are  involved  in  the  program  as 
“teachers”.  John  Wong,  a  recent 
Harvard  College  graduate  is  the 
volunteer  executive  director  for 
the  summer  school  program.

IMPORTANT  QUESTIONS 
AND  ANSWERS 
ABOUT...  IN  DIVIDUAL 
RETIREMENT  ACCOUNTS:  If 
you  are  not  covered  by  a 
retirement  or  pension  plan 
where  you  work. ..the  new 
Employee  Retirement  Income' 
Security  Act  of  1974  enables 
you  to  set  up  your  own 
retirement  plan. ..and  make 
tax-deductible  contributions. 

1.  WHAT  IS  AN  I.R.A.?The 
Employee  Retirement  Income 
Security  Act  of  1974  provides 
for  the  creation  of  Individual

Retirement  Accounts  for 
persons  not  covered  by  a 
retirement  plan  where  they 
work.  The  plan  was  effective  on 
January  1,  1975,  and  you  may 
contribute  up  to  15%  of  your 
earned  income  or  $1500, 
whichever  is  lesser.  Your 
contribution  is  then  set  aside  in 
a  special  trust,  or  used  to 
purchase  an  annuity  contract. 

2.  WHO  IS  ELIGIBLE  TO 
TAKE  PART?  Employees  of 
corporations,  employees  of  a 
sole  proprietorship  or 
partnership,  self-employed 
individuals,  governmental 
employees,  and  employees  of 
certain  tax-exempt  employers 
are  eligible  to  participate  as  long 
as  they  are  not  covered  by  a 
qualified  pension  or  profit 
pension  or  profit  sharing  plan, 
tax  sheltered  annuity,  or  a 
governmental  plan. 

3.  MAY  EMPLOYERS 
ESTABLISH  I.R.A.  PLANS 
FOR  EMPLOYEES?  An 
employer  may  establish  an 
I.R.A.  plan  for  selected 
employees  rather  than  all.  The

employer  can  contribute  a 
portion  of  the  maximum 
allowable  contribution  with  the 
participant  contributing  the 
remainder.  Although  any 
employer  contribution  is 
includible  in  a  participant’s  gross 
income,  the  employer  may 
deduct  this  additional  amount  as 
part  of  the  employee’s 
compensation.  Each  participant 
can  deduct  from  his  gross 
income  up  to  the  maximum 
deductible  amount. 

4.  HOW  MUCH  MAY  BE 
CONTRIBUTED  EACH  YEAR? 
The  maximum  annual  deductible 
contribution  for  any  participant 
is  the  lesser  of  $1500  or  15%  of 
earned  compensation.  Any 
“excess  contribution”  will  be 
subject  to  a  6%  penalty  tax. 
Contributions  to  an  I.R.A.  need 
not  be  made  every  year.  For 
example,  if  you  became  a 
member  of  a  qualified  corporate 
plan,  you  could  no  longer  make 
contributions  to  your  I.R.A. 
while  still  covered  by  that  plan. 
However,  your  I.R.A.  would  still 
remain  in  existence,  providing 
additional  benefits  to  you  at 
retirement. 

5. WHAT  IF  YOU  DON’T 
ITEMIZE  DEDUCTIONS? 

The  deduction  for  a 
contribution  to  an  I.R.A.  is 
available  whether  or  not  the 
taxpayer  itemizes  his  other 
deductions.  Furthermore,  if  a 
husband  and  wife  both  have 
earned  income,  each  one  can 
have  an  I.R.A.  based  on  his  or 
her  own  earned  income. 

6.  HOW  SHOULD  THE 
MONEY  BE  INVESTED? 

Contributions  can  be  invested 
in  a  variety  of  funding  vehicles 
including  retirement  income 
policies,  fixed  or  variable 
annuities  (non-transferable)  and 


mutual  funds.  An  easy-to -install 
trust  is  required  unless  an 
individual  elects  an  Individual 
Retirement  Annuity.  Your  New 
England  Life  Agent  who  is  a 
Registered  Representative  can 
explain  each  of  the  alternatives 
to  you. 

7.  WHEN  MAY.  I 
WITHDRAW  CONTRI¬ 
BUTIONS? 

You  must  leave  contributions 
in  the  plan  until  age  59'/2,  except 
in  the  event  of  death  or 
disability.  Otherwise, 
“premature  distributions”  are 
subject  to  a  10%  penalty  tax. 
Payments  must  start  not  later 
than  age  10Vi  and  no  further 
contributions  may  be  made  after 
that  time. 

8.  WHAT  ARE  THE  TAX 
ADVANTAGES? 

The  contributions  to  an 
I.R.A.  plan  accumulate  tax  free 
until  the  time  of  distribution, 
when  a  participant  is  usually  in  a 


Are  you  interested  in  a  career 
in  law  enforcement  with  the 
Boston  Police  Department? 

Height  requirements,  once  a 
criterion  which  eliminated  many 
Orientals  from  becoming  police 
officers,  no  longer  exists.

9.  MAY  I  BORROW  FROM 
MY  I.R.A.? 

Individual  Retirement 
Accounts  are  designed  primarily 
to  provide  retirement  income,  or 
death  and  disability  benefits. 
Thus,  contributions  are  “locked 
in”  until  age  59!/2,  subject  to  the 
same  death  and  disability 
exceptions-  called  for  under 
self-employed  plans.  As  a  result, 
you  will  not  be  able  to  borrow 
from  an  Individual  Retirement 
Account,  without  adverse  tax 
consequences.

Any  interest  in  a  law 
enforcement  career? 
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‘Stranger  in  my  own  native  land’  in  visit  to  China 


Editor's  note:  In  July,  Boston 
Globe  Editor  Tom  Winship- 
after  a  trip  to  mainland 
China-wrote  a  series  of  articles 
about  life  in  China  from  the 
Westerners'  viewpoint ,  to 
complement  that  series,  the 
SAMPAN  publishes  the 
following  article  written  by  one 
of  the  readers.

In  the  same  sultry,  hot 
climate  three  years  ago,  I  was 
inside  the  People’s  Republic  of 
China. 

“A  stranger  to  one’s  own 
native  land”  was  my  initial 
feeling  at  the  border  of  Lo  Wu, 
where  passports  were  checked 
and  “vital  informations” 
rechecked  by  officers  of  the 
People’s  Liberation  Army. 
Uneasily,  I  began  to  speak  the 
country’s  “Pu  Tung  Hwa.” 

The  10-days  into  Canton, 
Shanghai,  Hangchow  and  Peking 
provided  me  new  insights  as  an 
overseas  Chinese  about  my 
“Chineseness”. 

I  actually  lived  among  the 
native  countrymen  and  women, 
not  under  any  exaggerated  spot 
light.  I  spoke,  ate  and  walked 
with  them,  and  really  began  to 
know  and  enjoy  the  beauty  of 
the  Chinese.  I  was  struck  mostly 
by  their  frank  and  natural 
manner. 

Cantonese  are  siad  to  be 
hostile;  Hangchow  natives, 
folksy;  Shanghasinese,  sly, 
arrogant  and  businesslike;  and 
Pekingnese,  aristocratic  and 
formal.  None  of  these 
stereotyped  descriptions  fit 
those  people.  I  know,  I  observed 
and  talked  with  them.  People 
were  genuine,  warm  and 
friendly;  despite  their  limited 
knowledge  of  the  “free-world” 
they’re  very  inquisitive  and  yet 
quick  to  answer  questions  about 
their  lives  under  the  new 
Communist  regime. 


Alert  and  ready  to  help,  the 
Cantonese  from  the  South,  to 
the  Pekingnese  in  the  North,  all 
share  the  common  trait  of 
willingness  to  help  us 
Chinese-American  tourists.  They 
suggested  dishes  to  order  in  the 
famous  “Emperor’s  restaurants” 
in  Hangchow  and  talked  about 
what  had  happened  to  the 
materialistic  bourgeosie  in 
Shanghai  after  the  Communist 
moved  in. 


While  sitting  inside  a 
regular  coach  train  from 
Shanghai  to  Hangchow 
(somehow,  tickets  for  the  1st 
class  coach  with  other 
Americans  were  unavailable),  I 
happened  to  sit  with  a 
threesome-a  brother,  sister  and 
the  sister’s  daughter.  With  the 
windows  up  and  taking  in  the 
hot  but  breezy  wind,  I  was 
keeping  silent  trying  to  cool  off, 
with  nothing  to  do  but  staring 


they  were  Hangchow  natives 
visiting  friends  in  Shanghai  for  a 
few  “vacation  days”  and  were 
returning  on  this  train. 

Having  found  my  attire 
curious  (I  wore  a  Western, 
sleeveless  print  dress),  they 
initiated  the  conversation, 
remarking  I  must  be  an 
American.  I  was  too  embarrassed 
to  admit  that  I  was  born  in 
Shanghai  and  left  there  to 
eventually  travel  to  the  United

out  at  the  patches  of  rich  green 
fields  under  the  summer  sun, 
occasionally  inhaling  a  whiff  of 
farmer’s  night  soil  and  then 
occasionally  glancing  at  the 
chattering  trio.  They  were 
munching  on  some  sugar  coated 
walnut  and-  pine  seed 
confections.  I  really  felt  like  a 
foreigner.  These  people  told  me 


Our  next  door  bilingual  neighbor:

States.  Never  having  helped  with 
the  reconstruction  of  my  native 
land,  I  came  now  as  a  tourist  to 
“absorb”  all  I  could. 

I  was  also  embarrassed  to 
speak  my  poor  Shanghainese  and 
Mandarin,  but  no  matter,  these 
people  spoke  the  Hangchow 
dialect  which  sounds  like  a 
combination  of  Shanghainese 
and  Mandarin.  I  was  delighted 
that  they  did  not  mind  my 
speech  flaws  and  joining  in  their 
conversation. 

They  were  from  a  very  poor 
peasant  family  in  Hangchow, 
before  the  Communist  took  over 
in  1949.  In  those  days,  there 


were  times  when  their  land 
would  not  bear  produce  and 
they  had  had  to  subsist  on  plant 
roots. 

Today,  the  government  owns 
the  land,  and  one  person’s 
problem  is  the  problem  of  all. 
With  new  technology  introduced 
by  the  country’s  specialists,  such 
problems  and  hunger  no  longer 
exist.  Both  the  young  man,  in 
his  mid-20’s,  and  his  sister,  in 
her  30’s,  were  factory  workers  in 
Hangchow,  he,  in 
metal -hardware,  and  she  in  a  silk 
weaving  factory.  The  11-year-old 
child  was  attending  public 
school. 

The  stipulated  salary,  though 
low  compared  to  our  standards, 
is  $30  or  $40  a  month,  sufficient 
for  the  basic  necessities  of 
approximately  $7-$8/mo.  for 
rent,  food  and  clothing  (the 
latter  rationed  through  the 
distribution  of  yearly  coupon 
allowances).  Items  such  as 
bicycles,  which  wake  up  the 
cities  at  5:30  a.m.  every  day 
throughout  Canton,  Shanghai, 
Hangchow  and  Peking,  cost 
$60-$70. 

I  began  to  feel  comfortable 
with  the  Hangchow  natives. 
Although  they  were  from  the 
country  town  of  Hangchow, 
which  is  still  quite  rural  and 
sparsely  populated,  their  open 
manner  and  informative 
statements  revealed  a  keen  sense 
of  the  differences  between  the 
Communist  philosophies  and 
those  of  the  Western  world. 
They  asked  intelligent  questions 
about  life  in  the  U.S. 

Not  only  in  Hangchow,  but 
elsewhere,  we  ran  into  verj 
friendly  and  sincere  Chinese 
natives  who  spoke  leisurely  of 
their  ways  of  life.  I  especially 
enjoyed  the  sight  of  seeing  the 
neighbors  in  the  after-dinner- 
hours,  sitting,  standing  or 
strolling  casually,  chatting 
calmly  and  unaffectly  with  each 
other  outside  their  homes. 

Every  once  in  a  while  they 
would  burst  out  with  laughter. 
That  laughter  that  only  another 
Chinese  can  appreciate. 

Oh,  I  thought,  I  could  join 
them  and  be  Chinese  again.

Riding  through  areas  of  the 
South  End  or  Jamaica  Plain  is 
like  traveling  through  some 
frosted  Puerto  Rican  market 
street 

Spanish  language  street  signs 
broadcast  the  presence  of 
Boston’s  largest  non-English- 
speaking  community,  a 
community  which  has  migrated 
from  tropical  zones  and  found 
new  roots  in  our  temperate 
climate. 

A  visitor  to  Chinatown  will 
hear  an  unfamilar  language 
spoken.  The  South  End  and 
Jamaica  Plain  areas  ring  with  the 
stuccato  syllables  of  the 
Spanish-speaking.  Their  numbers 
in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  reach  over 
200,000  and  their  members  can 
be  found  in  almost  every  city 
and  town  in  the  Bay  State. 

Over  50  percent  of  the  Latino 
community  hails  from  Puerto 
Rico  and  comprises  by  far  the 
most  noticeable  element  in  the 
population.  Many  living  in 
Jamaica  Plain  are  Cubans, 
Dominicans  can  be  found  in 
Boston  and  on  the  North  Shore;

and  smaller  concentrations  of 
various  nationality  groups,  such 
as  the  Peruvians,  can  be  found  in 
the  Framingham  area. 

The  Latino  community  is 
basically  young,  the  young  who 
have  migrated  north  seeking 
better  living  conditions  and 
more  profitable  jobs.  The 
exception  is  the  Cuban 
community  Which  left  Cuba 
during  the  Communist  takeover 
ofM;heir  island.  (In  refugee 
circles,  it  is  estimated  that  over 
30  percent  of  the  island’s 
population  now  live  abroad.) 

The  Spanish-speaking  people 

from  Peru,  Bolivia  and  Ecuador 
have  cultural  leanings  inherited 
from  the  Spanish  and  Incan 
empires.  The  Puerto  Rican  and 
other  Caribbean  communities 
are  more  oriented  to 
Afro-hispanic  cultures.  Their 
Spanish  differs  also  from  group 
to  group,  mostly  in  terms  of 
vocabulary. 

The  Spanish-speaking 
community  shares  several 
characteristics  with  the 
Chinese-speaking  community. 
The  role  of  the  extended  family 
is  very  pronounced  and  the 
importance  of  retaining  both 
their  native  language  and  culture 
is  also  important  to  the  Latino 
community. 
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The  Hispanic  community  is 
not  lacking  in  communication 
media.  Their  community 
newspaper,  El  Mundo,  is  printed 
weekly  and  there  are  also  a 
variety  of  radio  programs 
directed  towards  the 
Spanish-speaking.  On  Sunday 
mornings  the  major  TV 
networks  carry  full-length  films 
from  Spain  and  Latin  America. 
Many  government  publications 
are  available  in  Spanish,  a 
Massachusetts  resident  may  take 
his  examination  for  a  driver’s 
licenses  in  Spanish. 


The  presence  of  the  Latin 
community  can  be  felt  in  all 
aspects  of  society  from  banking 
to  grocery  shopping.  It  is 
expected  that  by  1980,  one-fifth 
of  Boston’s  population  will  be 
Spanish-speaking.  The  Hispanic 
community  is  also  rapidly 
gaining  in  political  power  within 
the  City. 

The  day  is  not  far  off  when 
there  may  be  a  mayor  or 
congressman  by  the  name  of 
Gomex  or  Garcia  or  Rodriguez.
